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The Amateur Athletic Union of Canada 


DID YOU KNOW that the oldest athletic association in Canada is the Montreal Amateur Athletic Association? The MAAA 
was created in Montreal in June of 1881. The association was formed as an amalgamation of three individual sports organizations; 
The Montreal Bicycle Club, Montreal Snowshoe Club and the Montreal Lacrosse Club. 


The Montreal Amateur Athletic Association was responsible for the organization of the Montreal 
Winter Carnival which began in 1883 and was Canada’s first winter carnival. In 1893 the Montreal 
Hockey Club, a part of the Montreal Amateur Athletic Association became the first team to win the 
Stanley Cup. 


In April of 1884 the first national organization, the Amateur Athletic Association of Canada, was es- 
tablished. Later the group changed their name to the Canadian Amateur Athletic Union (CAAU). In 
| 1909 the Montreal Amateur Athletic Association and the Canadian Amateur Athletic Union would 

© join together to form the Amateur Athletic Union of Canada (AAUC). 


_ The goal of the Amateur Athletic Union of Canada was to become the umbrella organization for all 
variety of athletic clubs and to encourage the development of sports of every type in Canada. The 
Canadian Olympic Committee evolved in 1909 from the previously known Central Olympic Commit- 
tee. This group was responsible for financing select teams for the Olympic Games. The Canadian 
Olympic Committee was part of the Amateur Athletic Union of Canada until 1949 when the Cana- 
dian Olympic Association was formed independent of the AAUC. 


On October 1, 1943 the Canada National Physical Fitness Act was passed. In 1951 this act was responsible for the formation of the 
Canadian Sports Advisory Council later known as the Sports Federation of Canada. The federal government was now the official 
prevailing sport body. 


During World War II many Canadian athletes were called to active military duty. Although annual meetings of the AAUC were sus- 
pended the branch organizations of the AAUC were encouraged to carry on. However, with the independence of the Olympic Com- 
mittee and the involvement of the government, the control of amateur sport in Canada that had been enjoyed by the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union of Canada in the first half of the 20" century, was now all but over. The Fitness and Amateur Sport Act was passed in 


September 1961 to promote and develop amateur sport in Canada. In 1969 the Task Force on Sport for Canadians were responsible 
for making recommendations to the federal government on amateur sports. Many of these recommendations were implemented 
and the AAUC was now completely forgotten. All branches of the Amateur Athletic Union of Canada dissolved in 1970.

The Schilling was the currency of Austria from 1924 to 1938 and from 1945 to 1999, and the circulating currency until 2002. 
The Euro was introduced at a fix parity of €1 = 13.7603 schilling to replace it. The schilling was divided into 100 Groschen. 


The first Schilling was established by the Schilling Act (Schillingrechnungsgesetz) of December 20, 1924 at a rate of 1 Schilling 
to 10,000 Austro-Hungarian Kronen and issued on March 1, 1925. The Schilling was abolished in the wak of teh Anschluss 
(1938), when it was exchanged at a rate of 2 German Reichsmark to 3 Schilling. In 1925, bronze 1 and 2 Groschen, cupro-nickel 
10 groschen, and silver 1/2 and 1 Schilling coins were introduced, followed by cupro-nickel 5 Groschen issues in 1931. In 1934, 
cupro-nickel 50 Groschen and 1 Schilling were introduced, together with silver 5 Schilling. Coins were issued until 1938. 


The second Schilling was reintroduced after World War II on November 30, 1945 by the Allied Military, who issued paper 
money (dated 1944) in denominations of 50 Groschen up to 100 Schilling. The exchange rate to the Reichsmark was 1:1, limited 
to 150 Schilling per person. The National Bank also began issuing Schilling notes in 1945 and the first coins were issued in 
1946. Between 1947 and 1952, coins in denominations of 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, and 50 Groschen; and 1, 2, and 5 Schilling were intro- 
duced. The 2 and 50 Groschen; 1, 2, and 5 schilling were struck in aluminium, as was the second type of 10 groschen coin. The 1 
and 5 groschen and the first type of 10 groschen were in zinc, with the 20 groschen struck in aluminium-bronze. The 1 groschen 
was only struck in 1947, while the 20 groschen and 2 schilling coins were suspended from production in 1954 and 1952, respec- 
tively. In 1957, silver 10 schilling coins were introduced, followed in 1959 by aluminium-bronze 50 groschen and 1 schilling, and 
in 1960 by silver 5 schilling coins. Thus, the 5 schilling coins went from an aluminium composition to a silver one, a highly 
unusual event made possible by the substantial improvement of the Austrian economy in the 1950s. Cupro-nickel replaced 
silver in the 5 and 10 schilling coins in 1969 and 1974, respectively. An aluminium-bronze 20 schilling coin was introduced in 
1980. Silver coins were in the value of 25, 50, 100, 200 and 500 Schilling, but gold coins also existed for 500 and 1,000 
Schilling. They were considered legal currency, but were rarely found in actual 

transactions. With a second ‘Schilling’ law on November 21, 1947, new banknotes 

were introduced. The earlier notes could be exchanged for new notes at par for the 

first 150 Schilling and at a rate of 1 new Schilling for 3 old Schilling thereafter. 

Coins were not affected by this reform. The currency stabilized in the 1950s, with 

the Schilling being tied to the U.S. dollar at a rate of $1 = 26 Schilling. Following 

the breakdown of the Bretton Woods system in 1971, the Schilling was initially tied 

to a basket of currencies and then in July 1976, the schilling was coupled to the Nits oe 
German Mark. Although the Euro became the official currency of Austria in 1999, _|fscren cent im ° sine” Smootncostof  SFniting 947 gga 1959-8001 smooth 
Euro coins and notes were not introduced until 2002. Old Schilling denominated 

coins and notes were phased out from circulation because of the introduction of 

the Euro by February 28" of that year. Schilling banknotes and coins which were 

valid at the time of the introduction of the Euro will remain exchangeable for 

Euros at any branch of the Austrian National Bank (Osterreichische Nationalbank) 

indefinitely. At the time of the changeover to the Euro, the coins in circulation 

were the following. Coins under 10 Groschen were rarely seen in circulation during ‘ioaeesbet 
their final years.

The Austrian First Republic came into being after World War I as a disorganized and impoverished state of some seven million 
people. The dissolution of the monarchy deprived Austria of the industrial areas of Bohemia and Moravia and ended the large 
internal market created by the union between Austria and Hungary. German-Austrians desired union with the new German 
Republic, but this was forbidden by the peace treaties of Versailles and Saint-Germain. The new constitution (1920) created a 
federal state, with a bicameral legislature and a democratic suffrage. 


Economic reconstruction took place with the aid of outside agencies. Between 1919 and 1920 US, British, and Swedish 
organizations provided food to relieve the desperate situation. Rising inflation heightened the country's distress, and in 1922 
Austria appealed for help to the League of Nations. The league arranged for a large loan to prevent economic collapse. In 
return, Austria pledged to remain independent for at least 20 years. The deflationary policies that were a condition of the loan 
caused much economic hardship and unemployment, but Austrian finances slowly stabilized.

A recent article in the Kentucky Post reported that a woman, one Anne Maynard has sued St Luke’s
